Dr. Pfister states that “with hypno- 
therapy we are able to produce 
the most astonishing effects on the 
circulatory, respiratory, digestive, 
and glandular apparatus,’ and he 


t 


criticises Freud as being splritualis- 
tic and metaphysical in his dealings 
with this subject. We are told that 
“pleasure principle plays a most 
prominent part in life,” and he 
states that “In some respect psycho- 
therapy can be compared in its re- 
sults with the confession of the 
Roman Catholic church. ‘Confeaa 
and believe, these two words have 
a wonderful effect!" The Doctor 
emphasises that psychical treatment 
wants a good deal of tact, common 
aense, ekill, psychological under- 
standing and ability to assimulate 
ones own, with the patient's ideas 
and feelings and last, but not least, 
experience in handling the patient. 
From the Chinese technique of ‘face 
saving’ we may learn valuable 
hints for the use of psycho-therapy.” 

Christian Scientists’ Mistake 

Our Neurologist emphasises that 
psyeho-therapy must remain in the 
handa of the doctors, whom, he 
states, are alone able te make a cor- 
reel medical dinguosis and accord- 
ingly to choose the adequate method 
of treatment. [ft is stated: "The 
Christian scientists are lo be re- 
proached for the same great 
take” (refering to people attempt- 
inv fo practise this art without 
medica) knowledge, and therefore, 
no daubt trying 10 absurdty treat 
cancer, ay a nervous dyspepsia, ete, 
with terrible reaultsi; ‘“only entire

This thesis is well worth reading, 
not only by the medical profeasion, 
but alas by the laity, ta save them 
from hein treated wrongly by those 
wha have only a lithe knowledge, 
whieh is dangerous.

CANADA FORGING AHEAD 


FACTS AND FIGURES—By RALPH A, COOPER. 


MINING DEVELOPMENT 


“Manitaba’s pre-Cambrian,” the 
official publicution of the Manitoba 
Chamber of Mines, in its current 
number gives an interesting state. 
ment of the amount of money spent 
in mining development in the pro- 
vinee in 1927 and 1928. The com- 
parative table of mining expendi- 
tures places the total for last year 
at $4,853,186 compared with 
$1,536,619 in 1927. 

Pointing out the effect on the 
general prosperity that prevails in 
Manitoba this organ gives the wage 
bill in the province’s new mining 
industry last year at $1,000,000, the 
expenditures on groceries, vege- 
tables and meats as $250,000; ex- 
plosives, $179,165; mill machinery 
and supplies for mill construction 
$2,296,000; ‘freight by rail, boat and 
teams, $310,000; miners’ stores and 
miners’ supplies, $263,500; hard- 
ware, $205,000; and diamond drill- 
ing, $130,700. 

These expenditures together with 
other Jess important items make up 
the grand total of $4,853,186 ex- 
pended In the mining industry of 
the province Jast year, not taking 
into consideration the expenditure 
as a direct result of mining develop- 
ment of $4,000,000 on the Flin Flon 
railway on which 2,600 men found 
employment. 

Central Manitoba Mines, it is 
pointed out, established a record by 
arriving at production within threa 
years of the commencement of 
operations and by the close of 1928 
had shipped $460,000 in gold bullion 
to the Mint. Completion of tha 
lin Flon railway and the decision 
to build a ‘branch to Cold Lake 
brought the.base metal properties 
much nearer to production. With 
ove in sight to the value of some 
$400,000, states the article, Mani- 
toba receives a prominent poasltion 
wherever future motal production 
is under review, : 


Windsor-Detroit Tunnel 

Work js progressing rapidly on 
the construction of Windsor- Detroit 
vehicular tunnel and this major en- 
xineering enterprise is to be com- 
pleted in 1930. According to Frank 
G. Engholm, one of the consulting 
engineers, the work is ahead of 
schedule time, 35 per cent of the 
dredging of the trench in the Detroit 
river Leing already completed, and 
the concreting of the section of the 
river tunnel to be sunk at the foot 
of Randolph street, Detroit, is near- 
ly completed. The second section 
of steel tube will be ready for 
launching shortly, and a consider- 
able portion of the third section has 
been completed, 


Building Programme 


According to the Edmonton 
Journal, Edmonton's prospective 
building programme for’ 1929 has 
already soared close to the $6,000,- 
900 mark and should easily double 
last year's figure of $3,300,000.

Last week I had 
the pleasure of renewing the ac- 
guaintance of a pleasant young 
fellow whom I first met “up 
north” some two years ago. He 
has been here, on transfer, for 
only a couple of months, yet he 
has already revolted against 
Hong Kong's society! “Dave” is 
‘an American, young, well-bred 
and full of “pep.” Where he last 
resided before coming to Hong 
Kong, he was a welcomed guest at 
many households. In fact, at the 
time 1 first met him, it was con- 
sidered that no party was com- 
plete without “Dave.” It is a 
different “Dave” that I met in 
Hong Kong. He simply would not 
go anywhere, although he has 
been “asked” often. He visit- 
ed only once in Hong Kong, and 
now not even wild horses can 
make him accept another invita- 
tion. That he intends to stick to 
his resolution is evident from 
his following remark :— 

“J now invariably make ex- 
cuses for dodging visiting 
other people’s houses in Hong 
Kong. I just can’t stand it.” 
Again, what is wrong with our 
social system that a stranger 
within our gates “spots” imme- 
diately and fights shy of, yet we 
are blind to? “Dave’’ would not 
discuss the matter, but I have no 
doubt that there are many others 
in Hong Kong who feel like him 
and perhaps they would like to air 
their grievances now that the 
“cat has been jet out of the bag?”

Chinese clubs, societies and asso- 
ciations in Singapore. They are 
of all serts and descriptions. 
Among those which head the list 
are the Chinese Weekly Enter- 
tuinment Club, which includes 
many leading Chinese who were 
born down South, and—among its 
outstation members—some of the 
wealthiest Chinese merchants in 
the surrounding Archipelago.

About sixty years 
A Wanchai ago when Wan- 
Relict chai was thinly 
populated, being 
no more than a surburban village, 
a market was built. Jt was then 
a building of which it was justly 
proud. But sixty years have roll- 
ed by, and from a suburban vil- 
lage, Wanchai has blossomed 
forth into an area vying in 
importance with the Central dis- 
trict and Kennedy Town. Houses 
in many respects better than some 
of those to be found in the “up- 
town” districts, were built by en- 
terprising landlords. Their fore- 
sight was rewarded, for no sooner 
were the houses complete than 
they were taken up by residents 
who had at one time never 
thought of living in Wanchai. 
The population of Wanchai to- 
day is easily ten times larger 
than what it was when the Wan- 
chai market was built, and yet 
the market remains the same. 
The building, which is no more 
than thirty feet in height and not 
large enough to accommodate 
twenty stalls, is still functioning 
in spite of the growing popula- 
tion. 
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If it is the aim of 

A “Black the Government to 
Hole” preserve that build- 
ing to stand out as 

a landmark of the Colony, or as 
a relict, then one must say that 
the Government has succeeded 
only too well. What with its low 
ceiling, small apertures serving 
as windows, and the drainage 
system which constantly floods 
the market, the whole place may 
well be described as the “Black 
Hole” of Hong Kong. A visit to 
the market in the morning or in 
the afternoon will see a mass 
of men, women and children fight- 
ing—absolutely fighting—to get 
in or out. The odour emanating 
from the market is simply fear- 
ful, and one must remember that 
the Naval Hospital and the Wan- 
chai Government School are 
within a stone’s throw from 
this evil-smelling-and din-making 
place. The Wanchai market is cer- 
tainly the best relict of Hong 
Kong, and Messrs. Thomas Cook 
and $on and the American Ex- 
press Company would do well to 
include it in their “Places of In- 
terest to Visit” for the tourists!

selves if left at home to pursue 
their study. This may, at first 
sight, appear to be anomally, but 
if one were to weigh the pros 
and cons of the matter, one would 
unhesitatingly say “leave them at 
home and they will be better men 
for it.” It is sometimes a dan- 
gerous thing to do to allow young 
persons to go thousands of miles 
away from their own home. The 
change is too big, as often as not 
when a Chinese boy returned to 
his native home after a prolong- 
éd sojourn in America or Britain, 
he feels ashamed of his kith and 
kin. He gets acclimatised to for- 
eign ways, and, in some instances, 
this does him good, it gives him 
a wider outlook on life; but, at 
the same time, he cannot help 
getting ‘‘swell-headed.” It is by 
no meuns easy for him to return 
and take up useful work in China 
after having been for some years 
in America or Europe. 


- . ° 


It is practically 
impossible for 
most young men 
and women to re- 
turn to the places from which 
they originally came, and too 
often they swell the number of 
mediocres in the large cities, or 
turn to politics and agitation. Ex- 
pensive habits have been formed, 
and often there has been a lack of 
appreciation of money and com- 
forts provided by someone else, 
so that many young people find 
themselves in a trying position 
when they endeavour to gain a 
footing in their home country. 
In spite of the nasty things 
said of the “Foreign Devils,” the 
well-to-do Chinese are proud to 
send their sons and daughters 
abroad to assimilate Western cul- 
ture. They consider that their 
social status is enhanced by a 
visit to foreign lands, and by mix- 
ing with foreigners. Many of 
these youny people return with 
that “little knowledge which is 
dangerous.” Others are obsessed 
with a sense of their own import- 
ance after having been abroad. 
On the whole, it is better for 
China to have her younger gen- 
eration remain at honie to pursue 
their study. There are up-to-date 
colleges and universities in China 
and just aa good an education can 
be got in China or Hong Kong in- 
stead of travelling tnuusands of 
miles for it. And, what is more, 
it would eliminate the plethora of 
student-agitators in China, who 
have already done much harm to 
China’s own cause.

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Feared Revival of Piracy 


4 Need Police Department is to be heartily commended in its action 
on Thursday afternoon in officially communicating through the 
Press its fears of a revival of piracy with Bias Bay again as the base. 

According to the official intimation, a former military com- 
mander has established himself at Bias Bay, with about 500 men, 
all armed with modern weapons, for the purpose of piracy and 
robbery. 

A laage quantity of cloth, stolen from an unknown pirated ship, 
was recently sold openly. <A pirate leader named Lam Tsoi, age 
about 43 years, native of Fan Lo Kong, has established relations with 
the bandit gang mentioned above, and these men will probably at- 
tempt a piracy in the immediate future. 

Almost simultaneously with the receipt of the foregoing in- 
formation came the news from the Pakkai correspondent of the 
“China Mail” that since the withdrawal of the garrison when Canton 
declared for war against Nanking (and the troops have not returned 
to their posts in this area even though the order for mobilisation 
was rescinded), the unique, but short period of absolute peace from 
pirates and bandits has ended. Native craft on that part of the West 
River near the Kamchuk Rapids have been constantly fired upon 
by bandits, whose object is to levy toll on passing ships. The outlaws 
have come out of hiding to pursue their former livelihood, and the 
junks of a big theatrical company were pirated. 

These two warnings, it is to be hoped, have been issued in time 
to avert any actual disaster of the kind formerly _associated 
with the pirate hordes from Bias Bay. Even go, that they should 
be found necessary is disquieting in itself. With so much reliable 
information in their possession it can confidently be presumed that 
the local Police Department is taking other obvious steps within 
their own particular jurisdiction to minimise the risk of piracy. 
And it should be quite sufficient to hint at an equal degree of con- 
fidence in regard to our sentinels of the sea, the British Navy. Fore- 
warned in such cases is certainly forearmed, and doubtless shipping 
companies and masters of coasting steamers will now be on their 
guard against surprise attacks on. the part .of-pasgengers who em- 
bark at various, ports and succeed in taking fn board. arms and

AMERICAN WOMEN’S NEW 
PASSION 


[By Constance Eaton] 

The modern American woman 
reads a different type of book and 
in a different kind of way from the 
modern Englishwomen. No ‘one 
who has crossed the Atlantic and 


observed on the return journey the ! 


“jazzy" covers of the yolumes be- 
hind which the American passen- 
gers bury their amazingly neat, 
smart heads, can doubt this state- 
ment for a moment. 

Weekly Ration 

Thousands of women are to be 
found in both countries who are 
great readers--women who live 
upon books and who would be lost 
if deprived of their weekly ration 
of novel, biography, and magazine. 
But that ration is very different in 
New York from what it ia in 
London. 

This sharp differentiation is of 
compratively recent growth; it has, 
in fact, crystallised only since the 
war. Until the turn of the cen- 
tury the cultured American woman 
read more or less what the cultured 
Englishwoman read, and in very 
much the same way, except, prer- 
haps, that the American has al- 
ways taken her reading a bit too 
seriously, never outgrowing what 
one might describe as “that school 
girt thirst for learning’! : 

: A Profound Change 

Until about 1900) there was 
common literary ground between 
the two nations. Great writers 
on both sides were internationally 
recognised; Edith Wharton was 
as well-known in London as May 
Sinclair was in New York. Henry 
James, born in one country but 
living and writing in the other, 
typified the intimate Jiterary and 
intellectual bond that existed all 
through the nineteenth century. 

But in the first quarter of the 
present century, that interval in 
which histurical speed has been 
doubled and trebled by mechanical 
invention, a profound change hax 
come over America, a change which 
at the moment has resulted in 
isolating it intellectually from 
Europe. For one thing, an in- 
finitely larger proportion of Ameri- 
can women are reading; many of 
these women are the daughters of 
illiterate almost illiterate im- 
migrants.

This idea has caught 
on like wildfire, and clubs of the 
sort are being formed all over the 
country. 

Finally, America has burst into 
a luxuriance, a cerebral orgy, of 
self-expression. One literary fad 
after the other sweeps the country. 
dust now it is the biography, and 
all sorts of forgotten nobodies are 
in process of exhumation to 
satisfy the passing demand. it is 
astonishing to find how many wo- 
men biographers have suddenly 
sprung into life in New York. 
Tihey write good, bad, and indif- 
ferent books, but they all make 
fortunes, 

All these reasons help to explain 
why the reading of the American 
woman is different from that of 
the English woman. The Ameri- 
tan has been caught up in the 
commercialised frenzy of her 
times. She is bombarded on every 
side with inducements to join this 
or that reading club, or to read 
this or that bovk. The power of 
ihe advertisement and book sales 
has been too much for her. She 
reads a book, not for the sufficient 
reason Lhat she wants to, but be- 
-ause sho feels she is obliged to, 
because she must be “up to date” 
‘nh literature as well as clothes 
and manners and house decoration. 

Unprotesting Readers 
The pity of it is that, if only she

realised the fact, she has the situa- 
tion in the palm of her hand. Wo- 
men readers in Americu are much 
more numerous than the men; they 
constitute, in fact, the vast read- 
ing majority. One nod from 
them is enough to make publisher 
and agent tremble. [ut they 
patiently take what they are given, 
and make no protest. 

But here, in this haphazard but 
blessed land, where women firmly 
refuse either to be hurried or to 
be dictated to—at least not by out- 
sid2 commercialised forces—we 
still cultivate the art of reading 
for its own sake. We still pre- 
serve the precious sense of leisure 
about books as well as other things; 
and, perhaps, because of our love 
of gardens and all the quiet and 
leisure they imply, we still keep 
that air of wandering among books 
as one would among | flowers, 
savouring them for no reason but 
our own personal and private 
pleasure.—‘“‘Daily Telegraph.”

CEYLON’S WISTORY | 


Skeleton Feudal Syatem 
Still Persists 


ISLAND INVASIONS 

“Some Aspects of Feudalism in 
Ceylon,” was the title of an inter- 
esting paper read by Mr. R. E. 
Reimers, the Government Archivist, 
in Colombo recently, under the aus- 
pices of the Ceylon Historical As- 
sociation. 

Mr, Reimers began by making a 
comparison of the insular positions 
of Ceylon and Britain with a his- 
tory of their invasions. He said 
that in England they had the re- 
cords of the Norman settlement 
and very little more to help them 
to investigate pre-Norman condi- 
#6ng, In Ceylon, where feudalism 
was a recognized fact almost with- 
in Jiying memory, and where the 
skeleton of the system was 80 jea- 
lougly guarded even at the present 
Gay, they possessed the materials 
necessary to piece together the ela- 
borate feudal system of pre-Euro- 
pean times and to trace its continu- 
ity through Portuguese and Dutch 
sources to British times. 

The legendary invasion of Ceylon 
of the Ramayana and the compara- 
tively recent invasion of Vijaya as- 
sured a true historical significance 
when judged by the results of 
invasions in general and the later 
Portuguese and Butch invasions. 
When the fury of the invader had 
spent itself and the last of inva- 
sions had settled down there arose 
a state of things which incorporat- 
ed the more useful features of the 
last regime. The free institutions 
of the conquered disappeared. The 
freeholder was reduced to a subor- 
dinate position and his lands were 
given to the foreigner who allowed 
him to continue to cultivate them 
by submitting to a system of dues 
and servitudes, a similar form of 
litigation but on a less obnoxious 
form to that which subsisted be- 
tween the foreigner and his liege

Reign of the Portuguese 

It was several years after King 
Philip I of Portugal succeeded to 
the Kingdom of Kotte in 1697 that 
the Portuguese set about to restore 
their tottering finances in Ceylon 
by incorporating the territory be- 
queathed to them in their Tombo 
or a register of holdings and the 
Foral or a register of quitrenta paid 
to the Sovereign of the villages in 
their territory. The registers were 
modelled on the ancient Lekam- 
mitiya. The Portuguese had 
solemnly undertaken by the Con- 
vention of Malwana in 1597 to 
maintain the ancient rights and 
customs of the people and the com- 
missioners employed by them for 
the survey were al] Sinhalese who 
were thoroughly conversant with 
local conditions. 

The system of settlement adopted 
by the Portuguese was practically 
the same as that by the Dutch, the 


only difference being the Wutch 
with their natural perspicacity 
went more into detail into the vest- 
ed rights of the lord of the land, 
the “company” in their case. The 
Portuguese Tombos were compiled 
between 1608 and 1618. The ter- 
ritory bequeathed to the Portuguese 
by Dharmapala, which included 
12,500 villages or 21,837 according 
to Ribeiro, was incorporated with 
the Tombo according to the system 
in the Sinhalese registers with the 
difference that the Portuguese as 
masters appropriated the ancient 
“gabadagan” or royal villages for 
the benefit of the King’s treasury 
and distributed the Vihare or Dewa- 
Jagan and other villages among 
the Casados and Soldados of the 
Conquest and Mudaliyars, Arach- 
chies and Lascorins in their service 
as “accommedassun” or Mainten- 
ance lands. 
Ready-Made Machinery 

A large number of the villages 
were also appropriated by high 
Portuguese officials and the Church 
demanded and received her share. 
The new holder of the village de- 
rived the dues of the “lordship” 
according to ancient custom, the in- 
ternal economy ‘of the village re- 
maining unchanged. The Foral 
showed the quitrents payable to 
the Sovereign and also contained 
particulars regarding the revenue 
departments of the Sinhalese and 
other sources of revenue derived by 
the State. The Portuguese and the 
Dutch were not slow in appreciat- 
ing the ready-made machinery 
available to them for the peaceful 
settiemont of the land according to 
ancient custom and for the recovery 
of the dues paid by custom to the 
lord of the land. Of ‘the four 
volumes of Tombos compiled of the 
villages in Portuguese territory 
only the second and the third were 
extant at the archives ~ at Lisbon. 
Two Forala were éxtant dated 1614 
and 1918 and a Foral of the King-

Member of th the Sanitary 
Board 


WHO 1S ENTITLED TO VOTE 


An election of a member of the 
Sanitary Board will take place at 
the City Hall on Wednesday, May 
22, commencing at 10 am. The 
procedure laid down for auch an 
election is, inter alia, that two 
members of the Board shall be elect- 
ed by an electorate composed 
of the persons whose names shall 
appear in ope or other of the two 
parts of the register, i-c., the Jurors 
Lists for the current jury year, and 
the names of all male persons of 
any of the following classes who 
shall have duly applied to be regis- 
fered, and whose claims shall have 
been duly allowed :—

ministers of any congregation of 

Protestant Dissenters or Jews, act- 

ing as such in the Colony; 

professors and other academic 
officers of the University of Hong 

Kong; 

masters of schools which are cer- 
tified by the Director of Education 
as not being vernacular schools;

cers of the Hong Kong Volunteer

In the event of the election being 
contested, voting will commence im- 
mediatly afler the nominations have 
been read and continue until 1 
p.m. when the ballot box will be 
closed unless the presiding officer 
decides to extend the time for vot- 
ing.

Employers 


Details have been given of a 
scheme originated by Messrs. 
Rowntree and Co. Ltd., York, to 
provide work for employees whose 
services had become redundant as 
the result of the introduction of 
machinery. The firm originally 
undertook to pay wages ‘or twelve 
months for any of the discharged 
men wham other firms would employ 
on a reasonably permanent basis.

To prevent automobiles from 
skidding on ateep hills and danger- 
ous crossings Paris is covering its 
asphalt roads with a mixture of 
rubber and bitumen.

Golden Arrow Piloted to 
Victory 


DRIVER'S ACCOUNT 


Two hundred and 
miles an hour! 

When Segrave first exceeded 
200 m.p.h. at Daytona two years 
ago, everyone thought the limit 
had been reached. 

Is there a limit at all when in 
those two short years the same 
driver can aid nearly thirty 
miles an hour to the record? 

Imagine a vast stretch of 
almost deserted sand flanked on 
one side by the sea, on the other 
by low banks, beyond which are 
the houses of Daytona in Florida. 
Where the sea plays the sand is 
soft and dark, above that it 
hardens to a concrete-like surface 
almost dazzlingly white, and 
above that again, nearer the 
banks, it is looser, more like real 
sand. 

In the foreground stand desert- 
ed certain strange marks with a 
flaring light, a mile away are 
others with another light, and in 
between the marks stretches, just 
clear of the sand, the wire of an 
electrical timing apparatus. 
Safely distant is the apparatus it- 
self with officials watching the 
strip oon which a clock-like 
mechanism stamps the recorded 
time. Up on the banks js an eager 
throng of people kept in order, 
and out of harm's way, by a line 
of police, some on motor cycles, 
some in cars, while all around are 
cameras of every shape and kind. 

The Monster Starts 

From the sea there is a steady, 
mild wind. An electric warning 
horn sounds. Suddenly the car 
ja caught by a far-off muffled roar 
as of some unseen angry monster. 
The roar deepens to a thunder, 
increases very swiftly, becomes 
indescribable, something beside 

hich the menacing voice of a 

ghting acroplane high up in the 
sky is but a pale reflection. Far 
away on the sand a small weird- 
looking, low machine comes into 
view with incredible swiftness, 
its gold paint glistening. It tra- 
vels with deceptive smoothness, 
becomes rapidly larger, achieves a 
pandemonium of noise, and, be- 
fore a single detail ean be recog- 
nised, hurls itself between thé 
marks and is instantly disappear 
ing in the distance. 

Thought Outfaced 

The thing's pace out-speeds 
thought, and it is some seconds 
before the mind can take it all in; 
then it flashes upon one that the 
car seems to be travelling in 
silence and the uproar to be fol- 
lowing astern. Of smoke, or 
dust, or upflung sand there is no 
recollection, and, curiously, not a 
memory of the man whose skill 
alone controls that giant projec- 
tile. 

Right away beyond the mark 
posts, unseen by most of the 
spectators, a group of mechanics 
dash at the car as it slows to a 
stop with long streaks of oil run- 
ning along the body and a show 
of orange flame from the squat 
exhausts. Four quaint jacks are 
screwed from the frame to the 
sand, and three tons of car rise 
slowly amid the hard clatter of 
hammers on the wheel hub nuts. 
Almost a minute’s furious hurry 
and the four wheels slide off, four 
more take their place, the nuts 
are driven home, the jacks un- 
screwed, and the car slowly turns 
through 180 degrees. 

The Return Trip 

For a second it stands while 
the twelve exhaust pipes spit 
flame and smoke and noise, then, 
with a quick jerky action, the

stupendously, incredibly, the 
exhaust note changes with the 
geara, the great machine in- 
rreases speed, in one awift rush 
becomes a projectile screaming 
through the air, flies over the 
marked course, and, before the 
spectntors can regain their 
breath, is gone. 

It ia uncanny, impossible, quite 
unlike a car made by human 
handa, much more like some ex- 
traordinary unknown immense 
lizard with more than an animal’s 
speed, and more than a human in- 
telligence. 

The Time Announced 

A moment's gathering at the 
timing instruments, & comparison 
of the tyewritten strips, then an 
official makes the matter-of-fact 
announcement of a modern 
miracle—a man has travelled 
faster than ever man travelled 
before, England has regained the 
world’s speed record, and 
months of strenuous work by 
hundreds of men, thousands of 
pounds of money, have achieved 
the desired end; thirty-one and a 
fraction seconds’ furious action 
and an average speed of 231,362 
miles per hour for the mile for 
two runs have been achieved. 

Instantly the excited crowd 
swarms over the beach to cluster 
in one cheering group as the big 
car comes slowly back to the offi- 
cials. It is a wonderful moment 
that. when, the task safely ac- 
complished, a driver can lower his 
yoggles and come slowly up to the 
wonderful welcome which an 
American crowd knows how to 
give. Not all the money in the 
world can buy its equal, nor would 
the successful champion change 
places with any living man. 

Some three thousand miles 
away two men wait restlessly in a 
London office, their minds out at 
Daytona, wondering what has 
happened, not without — fore- 
boding. Abruptly the desk tele- 
phone rings, and right across half 
the world a weli-known — voice 
quite simply: “Daytona 
calling; this is Segrave speaking 
~-it's all right, she’s done it” 

Seprave’s Version 

Over the telephone Segrave 
was extremely interesting. Jie 
said: “1 touk a run of about four 
miles to get up speed hefore en- 
tering the streteh across which 
the timing wires were laid, and 
for the first part of the run I was 
able to watch the rev. counter 
dial and change from firsl to 
second and second to top exactly 
at 3,260 rpm. The commence- 
ment and the finish of the mea- 
stred section were indicated by 
two big trestles 50ft. high, with 
a wire between them on which 
was suspended a large red are 
lamp; this could he picked up 
roughly a mile away. 


“When | could see the light I | 


used the foresight—which Irving 
had put on the car in a place 
usually occupied by the radiator 
cap-—and a rough form ef back- 
sight, and though the great dif- 
ficulty was to see the course 
properly these sights were very 
useful. As it happened, the 
weather was very bad indeed:

very pleasant performance. 
A Wise Precaution 


during which, by the way, the car 
handled extremely well — the 
mechanics changed all four wheels 
as a precaution and put in more 
water and more fuel in six 
minutes fourteen seconds, the 
trouble with the water pipe being 
cured at the same time. The 
wind during both runs was some- 
thing in the nature of 20.25 
m.p.h., and blowing dead on the 
side of the car all the time. 

“One interesting point was that 
the cockpit during the whole run 
was free from fumes and quite 
cool—a big point, since engine 
fumes have a very bad effect on 
the driver, and it would be quite 
easy for the temperature to be- 
come unbearable if the design of 
the ‘Golden Arrow’ had not been 
right.” 

Maximum Not Reached 


In answer to another question, 
Segrave said: “The car never 
reached its maximum owing to 
the conditions, and, given any- 
thing like good weather and 
smoother sand, I think—though 
it is extremely difficult to say— 
that some four or five miles per 
hour could be added to the pre- 
sent average. But I shan’t go 
again unless the record is beaten 
by the White Triplex very short- 
ly. My plans are to leave in two 
days’ time to attempt the boat 
record, and then to sail for Eng- 
land on April 6.” 

Talking of the difficulties of the 
record, Segrave said: “The worst 
time was at the end of the second 
run when, just before the car 
crossed the line, it struck a bad 
gwley and che wrench damaged 
one of the radiators, fortunately 
without slowing the car. The 
damage is being repaired at the 
present moment, and the car, in- 
spected after the run, was in per- 
fect condition and quite fit to at- 
tack records again. Probably the 
damage to the radiator was 
cuused by the car siueing  side- 
ways and twisting the whole 
radiator unit. 

“Ry the way during both runs 
it was quite impossible to hear a 
sound from ihe exhaust pipes, 
although they are in front of the 
car, because of the roar of the 
wind past my ears.” 

Asked about the White Special, 
Segrave said: “The car is to go 
out to-morrow, but the weather 
al the moment is getting steadily 
worse and there is a good deal of 
tain. The car should be driven 
cither by Bob McDonough, whom 
you know well enough, or by Lee 
Bible, who is what they eall here 
an “outlaw” driver, or by Deacon 
Litz. who drove a Miller 
at Indianapolis. Duray is 
not driving, and the — car 
has had oa certain amount 
of mechanical trouble, though 
that will probably be got right. 
The people over here gave my 
car a wonderful reception, and I 
have had every possible assist- 
ance in every way.”

Town Which Makes 
Motor Cars 
COVENTRY STATISTICS 


A “Daily Express” special cor- 
respondent writing on a visit to 
Coventry says: More motor-cars 
are being built in Coventry this 
present month than at any pre- 
vious time in the industrial re- 
cord of the city. 

The peak of production is rising 
steadily, and sales are keeping 
pace with output. At least 
four great works are turning out 
from forty to fifty per cent., 
more cars than in the compara- 
tive period of last year, and one 
of the most encouraging signs is 
the exceptionally good demand 
for British ears from abroad. 
Slowly and surely the Coventry 
motor firms are pushing their way 
into overseas markets. 

Everywhere in the city one 
hears “big figure” talk. There is 
a great new works, which when 
running fully, will make no 
fewer than: 6,000 engines a week. 
One factory, at the moment, 
completes 1,800 engines each 
five and a-half days, and there are 
several others where finished 
motor-cars are taking the road at 
the rate of from 200 to 600 a 
week. 


Machine-Tool Factory

the outskirts of the town the 
largest and finest machine-tooi 
factory in the world, to which 
orders are coming from every con- 
tinent. The machine-tool trade is 
a “barometer,” for when that 
wade is busy it means that there 
is a general stimulus to every 
class of manufacturing and en- 
gineering. Machine tools are the 
raw material of works equipment. 

A hint was given to me in the 
city of a wonderful new capstan 
lathe which is still a Coventry 
secret. That lathe, J was told, 
will simplify seven separate 
operations in motor making 
down to one. — It will-—should its 
promise be fulfilled—have to be 
installed in every motor works 
and in most other machine shops 
in the world. It is said to be a 
“revolution” in machine tools. 

Other industries in Coventry 
are booming. Thousands of men 
and girls are making artificial silk 
—the largest factory in the town 
is for artificial silk. 

All the little tabs and labels 
me tailors, hosiers and 
drapery houses put on their gar- 
ments ure made here, and busi- 
ness is particularly brisk. Then, 
too, Coventry produces equipment. 
for automatic telephones, and a 
great deal of this material is 
being shipped abroad—to Austra- 
lia, Africa, and other parts of the 
British Empire. 

Unemployment Reduced 

Unemployment in Coventry is 
substantially down in relation to 
last year. The total is just 2,000, 
incluing people on part time, 
which is remarkably good for a 
total population of more than 
160,000 with 62,000 workers on 
the insurance registers. That 


cludes a percentage of unemploy- 
ables, and also a certain number 
of skilled men, who drift between 
the various works and periodical- 
ly take a vacation, “on the dole.” 

Another fact to be remember- 
ed is that nearly 18,000 people— 
according to arecent municipal 
census—come into Coventry each 
morning to work from Birming- 
ham, Leamington, Warwick, 
Nuneaton, and the surrounding 
districts. 

Juvenile workers are doing #x- 
traordinarily wel]. There is only 
one boy, registered as unemployed 
in Coventry, and that is because 
he wants to be an analytical chem- 
ist, and vacancies for embryo 
analytical chemists are not fre. 
quent thereabouts. There are 
also fewer than a dozen girls, 
under the age of eighteen, ‘‘out.” 

A lad called. recently at a 
motor factory for a job and was 
+sked what he had been doing. 
“T’ve been on the drilling,” he 
answered. “Why did you leave 
your last job?” questioned the 
shop manager. “Oh, I could only 
earn thirty ‘shillings a week 
there,” said this. boy of fifteen, 
“and it wasn’t good enough.” 

That incident. is typical of 
others, all of which illustrate the 
good times in Coventry. 


Seasonal “ Boom” 


Without question, taking every 
aspect into account, it ix the most 
prosperous of all the great indus- 
trial towns. Of course, the 
“boom” in the motor trade is sea- 
sonal, Ax summer appronches 
the demand falls of. Practically 
all the motor-cars which are like- 
ly to be wanted have been made. 
Then there is a lull for several 
months, when the unemployment 
figures will mount. 

Even s0,. with motor-car muk- 
ing having’: its natural up and 
down periods, the other industrica 
of the city keep steadily prosper- 
ous the whole year round. Any 
slackness on‘the “swings” is com- 
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pensated for by activity on the 
“roundabouts.” That is why 
Coventry is the best-paid and 
most fortunate of the manufac- 
turing centres. 

Here is an example of what 
the men and the girls in the 
Coventry works canearn. The 
factory is one with 2,000-odd 
hands. Its pay sheets drawn out 
for a week showed that the aver- 
age earnings throughout the 
whole establish:nent were £5 a 
week per head, excluding mem- 
bers of the administrative and 
office staffs and every one from 
a foreman upwards. The £5 
average was an average for the 
workers in the shops. 


Insurance Gift 


_ One firm was so pleasell with 
its employees recently that a 
fully paid £100 life insurance 
pelicy was given to every one who 
hail been on the pay roil for five 
years. Most of the factories 
work on a_ bonus piece-work 
system, so thal when orders are 
flowing in the men and the 
girls have a share in the pros- 
perity of their employers. A 
good man in a motor building shop 
will.earn £8 to £10 a week.

The intercontinental trip from |

Yet 
Barone and his battered Sludehaker, 
which had seen more than 100,000 
miles of “stunt driving before the 
start of this journey came through. 
They camethrough in spite of 
avalanches, fever, and the vicis- 
siludea of a lang trail which cost 
the lives of three mechanics who Kad 
thrown in their lot with this adven- 
turous little Italian) at various 
stages of the journey.

Intrepid Adventurer 


Barone himself satisfies every 
popular requirement as the Intrepid 
adventurer, He was a motor driver 
in Northern Africa with the Italian 
army before he was out of his ‘teens. 
At 34 he now looks back on a career 
ag an aviator with the Itallans dur- | 
ing the world war, then as stunt 
driver, automobile racer, and one 
man motor car circua in Jtaly, 
Spain, Brazil] and the Argentine. 
The crowning stunt of his circue 
Performance is a “leap of death” in 
which he charges his car up a steep 
Tamp, jumps a 30 foot gap, and 
lands on another ramp. 

He is a typical Latin—~debonair, 
amiling, voluble, with a tiny ailk 
Italian flag sewn on his worn leather | 
driving helmet and another on the 
lapel of the extraordinary garment , 
that serves him as overcoat, rain- 
coat, and what not. He speaks no 
English, but one of his proudest 
accomplishments is the singing of 
“It’s a Long Way to Tipperary,” 
which he learned from some British 
Tommies during the war. 


Startling Emblem 


Most characteriatle of this. wiry 
little man’s personality is the startl- 
ing emblem found on his car— 
almilar to the one painted on the 
fuselage of his ’plane during the 
war. It is a white skull and cross- 
bones, auperimposed on a big red 
heart. “My heart Is ever in the 
hands of death," he will explain, 


The car Barone used In staging 
his “circus” wis the samo 1922 
Studebaker he so proud'y drove into 
New York. It was purchased In 
1924 o8 a used car. More than two 
years of stunting and racing was 
the “breaking in” it received for the 
trip which was to make transporta- 
tion history. 


. Tho start of the tour was mado In 
Rio de Janoiro, Brazil, With o 
computilon, one Uyo Comelll, Baron 
started for Buonos Aires, arriving 
thare 28 days later, and incldentally 
‘establishing a new record for thls 
trip, To Comelli, Barono ‘had, 
pointed out that the exponses of the 
trip could be mot by roolng . and 


stunting en route, The first of his 
races was entered in Buenos Aires. 
With it occurred the first tragedy of 
| the trip. Comelli was thrown from 
_ the car as it plunged over the’ rough 
course, and killed. 

Had Barone been able to visualise 
the hardships that Jay ahead the 
trip would have ended right there. 
Hut denied such vision, he struck 
off wilh a new mechanic, Casimiro 
Scuderon} Heading north from 
Buenos Aires, they soon reached the 
end oof anything that faintly re- 
sembled roads. With nothing more 


than a compass, a rough map, and ' 


the word of natives to guide them, 
they fought their way toward 
Bolivia. 


Sometimes the way was open. | 
More often they fought through the! 
swamps and jungles of the interior, | 
literally carving their road before , 
them with machetes. Clinging vines ! 
and lush undergrowth were the’ 
least of their enemies, for fever 
stalked them at every hand. Barone 
fought it off while Scuderoni slowly 
sank as they turned thelr course 
toward the Andes. In spite of the 
higher altitudes, there were days of 
delirium during which Barone’s 
struggles with his companion were 
as racking as those required to move 
the car. 

For La Paz 

La Paz became a goal which 
meant the Hfe of the mechanic, 
They crossed the Andes in the 
Andes {n the barren, stony region 
of Tres Cruces, where they were 
held’ up for two days by a blizzard. 
Finally they reached the city, but 
too late. Seuderon! never recover- 
ed from his fever. Barone pushed 
on, alono, toward Lima, Peru, 


Progress during the first stage of 
this Journey was fairly rapid. But 
from Cuzco to Lima dangers and 
difficultios beset tho Jone traveler 
in almost overwhelming numbers, 
Tho distance. as the crow files, {5 
some 800 miles, As Barone 
travelled, Jt longthened to 900 miles. 


That tex of tho trip required threo 
and a half months of struggle 
through savage mountain wildor- 
neds. Natives engaged to holp cloar 
o way for the car plotted to kill 
Barono atid steal hig effects, Barone 
drove them away at the polnt of his 
wun, engayed other natives, and 
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for two weeks ate nothing not pre- 
pared by his own hands for foar of 
being poisoned. His own supply of 
rations at Jast gave out, and for 
soveral days he was without food. 
At length—Lima, and fifteen long 
daya in hospital before he was again 
ready to travel. 

On-again he went with a new 
mechanic, — Eugene Oresci. Slow 
progress over mountain trails, an 
occasional stream bed, an infrequent 
railroad right of way. Guyaqull, 
Via Fiores, Quaranda, Ambata, and 
plunged down the steep slope. 
Barone suffered a frightfully maim- 
ed hand and lacerations about the 
face and body. Oresci was crushed 
so badly that death seemed inevit- 
able, But five miles up the moun- 
tain was a village. Blinded by sweat 
and blood, Barone bore his suffer- 
ing companion to the cluster of huts. 
No doctor.—only a priest, but by 


that time the priest alone was need-, 
priest buried:

Car A Wreck 

The car was a wreck, crushed by 

boulders and half buried in the 

fallen rock. With the help of na- 

tives Barone literally took the car 


apart and carried it to the village. | 


There, with his own kit and the aid 


of a local blacksmith, he re-built the | 


car and went on,—again alone. 
Another mechanic, Alesandro de 


lu Torre threw in his lot with this:

At length they reached Panama.

In apite of 
these precautions the car many 
times was mired so deeply that the 
wheels almost disappeared in muck 
and water.

first. They took Barone’s money, 
his gun, 10,000 feet of precious 
motion picture film. The Italian 
begged the return of some clothing. 
His car was such a dilapidated 
wreck that the natives thoucht jt 
worthless, and finally allowed 
Barone to proceed. 

The Marines gave him food and 
some clothing—and much advice, 
They forbade him to continue over- 
land, and after he had cabled for 
funds, saw him load his enr on a 
boat and start up the coast. Once 
Past the Marine lines, he was soon 
nshore again. 


Mechan{e Had Enough 


At San Salvadore ho wos joined 
by Alfredo Masai, a boyhood ac- 
qualntance. .Mass! replaced his 
mechanic, who had had enough. 
Guatemala City, and then Mexico, 
whore ha found roads once againy—' 
and mora bandits. 

In Mexleo Barone picked up his 
last mechanic. Harry Knauff, a 
Ponnsylvanian who had come to seek 
his fortune In Mexteo. But he waa 
homesick for the north. . He begeed

Barone and hia battered Stude- 
baker croased the border ffito the 
United States at Laredo, Texas, ’ 
then followed a route through 
Oklahoma, Missouri, and /llino{s to 
South Bend, where he showed hia 
ear to the men who had built it 
seven years ago, From there he 
followed the Lincoln Highway into 
New York City,—to journey’s end 
and a glorious welcome. 

The worst part of the trip? 
Barone makes a grimace and says it 
was between Cuzco and the coast 
of Peru, before reaching Lima. No 
roads, hardly even a mule trail for 
much of that mountainous journey. 
He faced not only the antagonism of 
the savage natives, but hunger and 
possible failure through exhaustion 
of his gasoline and ofl supply. His 
oil, in fact, was exhausted during 
one stage of this terrible trip. But 
Barone discovered that the Indians 
hoarded a sort of crudely refined 
pork fat In long bamboo containers. 
He secured a supply of this make- 
shift lubricant, which would flow 
after a fashion if sufficiently heated. 
It worked. 


Mechanic Killed 


The crash which killed his 
mechanic, Oresci, was not the only 
one on this adventurous trip. Three 
other times Barone and his car took 
flying tumbles, but always the in- 
domitable little Italian was able to 
continue, That repairs were often 
of the crudest sort is indicated by 
by a Panama 
newspaper to a home made wheel 
on the car as it rattled into 
Cristobal. 

Barone bears many marks of hia 
struggles. His right leg is badly 
scarred from the tumble in Colombia 
which killed his mechanic. There, 
too, he lost most of one finger, 
which was crudely amputated on the 
spot. As he was thrown out of the 
car he struck his forehead against 
the windshield. The bridge of his 
nose was cut so deeply that for 
months he was unable to breathe | 
properly. His encounter with ban- 
dits in Nicaragua brought him a 
flesh wound in the right arm, 


where a bullet passed through his 
e:bow just as he was aiming a shot 
at his assailants, 

Some day in the future a great 
highway will be a bond of friendship 
linking the two Americas into one 
community. Then the experiences 
of Jose Mario Barone will seem as 
far away and romantit as the first

However great may be our 
inelination to hark back to the so- 
called “good old days,” none of us 
who have followed automobile de- 
velopment from {ts earliest begin- 
nings will yearn for the cara we 
bought in the industry’s infancy.

You had to hand 
over the cash, or remain a pedes- 
trian. 

All this being just so, the early 
makers, in offering thelr cars to the 


| public, were exceedingly careful re- 


garding values. Hence, when we 
read that the two-cylinder Cadmus 
listed at $1,725, it meant that at 
that figure you got the car, and 
nothing more. You didn’t get a 
top; that was extra. You didn’t 
get head lamps; they were extra. 
If the car sported magneto ignition 
in addition to the usual dry-cells, It 
was because you had paid for the 
installation of the former. Like- 
wise, if you were curious and want- 
ed to know how fast the thing would 
go, you bought, at so much extra, 
a apeedometer. And if your wife 
was particular about her com- 
plexion, you soon made up your 
mind to buy a windshield, at 20 
much extra. 
Wonders of To-day 

If anybody had suggested in 
those days that a time might come 
when automobiles would be fur- 
nished complete with tops, electric 
starters and generators, windshields 
and windshield wipers, spare tyres, 
locks, cigar lighters, ash receptacles, 
gasoline gauges, heaters, vanity 
cases, etc. he might have been 
regarded as non compoa mentis. 

In those pioneer days, an invita- 
tion to go motoring with a car- 
owning friend meant adventure 
possibly as thrilling as an aero- 
plane journey to the novice in 
aerial transportation to-day. Also, 
motoring required special apparel, 
without which it was not good form 
to be seen in a self-propelled vehicle. 
That was the age of the linen duster, 
the large goggles and the leather 
cap which stamped the wearer as 
one of the initiates, as an affluent, 
Progressive member of society—in 


' short, a8 a motorist. 


Queer as appear the sartorial] aids 
to motoring, still queerer—consider- 
ed in the light of the present—were 
the cars themselves. 

Noisier Then 

They were noisier, though nobody 
found fault with that. As a matter 
of fact, few buyers would have 
wanted a car so quiet that they 
could have slipped through a town 
without attracting attention! What 
good would it have been to own the 
most modern conveyance in exist- 


the opportunity to Jet the world in 
on the fact? No, noise was not at 
all frowned upon; it seemed to 
indicate power. 

When the early motorist ap- 
proached a town or village, the 
noise of his motor preceded him by 
a considerable distance and by the 
time he had reached the village 
limits, the populace had cleared the 
roadway and stood on the side- 
walks, scanning the horizon where 
the car would appear. In conse- 
quence, there were few accidents 
and those that did occur were almost 
invariably caused by horses that 
didn’t have sense enough to get on 
the sidewalks,

Economy In 
Transport 


Pneumatic tyres are common 
objects of merchandise to-day, but 
behind lea a wealth of romantic 
endeavour and industrial history. 
It would be hard indead to conceive 
a wori2 without pneumatic tyres, 
but it ja only 4 short years ago since 
the late J. B. Dunlop invented what 
it ia fair to call the first practicable 
pneumatic tyre—and so laid the 
foundations for revolutionising the! 
whole fleld of transport. It haa been 
assumed that Dunlop’a epoch making 
invention was primarily due to a 
kindly effort he made to provide 
greater comfort for an invalid son 
who had to be wheeled about in a 
bath chair, Tere historiana have 
generally said that Dunlop 
conceived tha idea of  at- 
to the wheels of 
this chair some form of air filled 
tube——-and that from this prafse- 
worthy notion there gradually 
evolved the conception of the 
pneumatic principle and ultimately 
the production of true pneumatic 
tyres. This somewhat picturesque | 
version may or may not he 
true, and of course there are records 
to ahow that some time before 1888 | 
(when Dunlop's invention was first 
patented) an inventive Scotsman 
a pneumatic tyre. 
The world has given the credit to 
Dunlop, whose name is 80 indis- 
solubly associated with tyres by its 
incorporation in the title of the 
great British Tyre Company. 

Tyre Just a “Tyre” 

To the average man, a tyre is 
just a “tyre.” Many motorists 
seem to regard pneumatic tyr s as 
merely articles made of rubber—- 
they overlook the fact that the inner 
tube is merely the “container” of 
air and that the outer cover is mere- 
ly a protective covering for the 
tube. It ja the air which carries 
the load. It is because this fact is 
overlooked that modern pneumatic 
tyres so often fall to give the service 
which fs certainly built into them 
by their makers. 

Whilst it would be of academic 
interest to describe the various 
forms of altachment of the tyre to 
the rim which had been adopted 
from time to time, it would serve no, 
very usefu) purpese to the tyre user 
of to-day—who in nine cases out of 
ten is supplied with a vehicle on 
which the whied type of tyre ia the | 
standard form of equipment. It is 
interesting to observe at this stage 
that whilst for many years motor 
tyrea were exclusively made in the 
beaded edge pattern, a wired 
type of tyre was quite com- 
mon in connection with bicycles, 
and it ig a little curious, 
therefore, to remember — that 
it was only a few years ago that 
tyre makers eurprised the world by 
introducing wired type motor tyres 
and claiming unique advantages 
for them. These advantages 
most certainly existed, but the safe- 
ty principle aysociated with the 
wired type of equipment had pre- 
viously been well established {n con- 
nection with tyres for the humble 
user of the pedal cyele. te 2 

Essential Differences 

To show the essential differences 
between tyres of the beaded edge 
type and those of the wired oT 
straight side iype: The wired type

world as superior tothe beaded edge 
and may be claimed to have made a’ 
complete conquest over its forerun- 
ner in the motor field. The wired 
type principle is now applied to cycle 
tyres, motor cycle tyres, car tyres, 
giant pneumatic tyres and even 
geropiane tyres. Tt will be 
appreciated that whatever high 
quality is built into the-tyre, the, 
tyre will not be satisfactory unless 
the form of attachment to the rim 
is absolutely right and safe. It is 
a merit of the wired type that it 
remains firmly on the rim whereas 
the beaded edge tends to leave the 
rim when the inflation pressure 
within the tyre is reduced. As all 
old-time cyclists know, the beaded- 
edge cover has flexible rubber bead 
cores and the cover {s fixed to the 
rim by stretching the elastic bead 
over the “clinch” of the rim. The 
only thing which really holds a 
beaded-edge cover on to its rim is 
the pressure of the air in the tube 
which forces the beads firmly into 
the rim “clinch.” Once the air 
pressure is seriously reduced there 
ig grave danger of the tyre being 
forced off its rim. This danger is 
particularly apparent when a car Js 
corncring. With a wired .or| 
atraight-side type of cover, the edges 
are not elastic, but contain strands 
of wire of exceptionally high tensile 
strength. Thess edges 
course be forced over the rim edges, 
and therefore othor means of fitting 
the tyre to the rim had to. bo, de- 
vised, This brings us to the vary-. 
ing types of rims for wired tyros 
which are in uso to-day. Thore aro

A MAJOR. ROLE 
Three Engineering. 
Developments 


Few motorists recognise the 
importance of three engineering 
developments ‘which play a major 
role in adding thousands of miles to 
the life of their motors, according 
to the local Studebaker dealer. 

They are the oil filter, the crank- 
case ventilator, and the thermostat 
which controls the circulatiqn of 
water through the cooling syatem of 
all Studebaker cars. 

“These three trusty watchdogs of 
engine performance assume new im- 
portance in cold weather, for then 
the conditions of engine operation 
are more severe, and the value of 
these safeguards becomes increas- 
ingly important. 

“Al three devices combine to serve 
one purpose, that of guarding the 
oi! which is the blood atream of the 
motor’a fife. The first watching fs 
the ofl filter. Often small specks of 
carbon, tiny: metal scrapings too 
amall to be caught by the ordinary 
oil sereen, or other impurities get 
into the crankcase. Through the 
action of the filter many of these 
impurities are removed from the oil 
flow and never permitted to reach 
the vital parts. 

“The oil filter thus cleanses the 
lubricant maintaining a steady flow 
of pure ofl to cylinders, bearings, 
and the pipes through which it is 
pumped. But it cannot prevent the 
development of another source of 


with the engine,—namely, ofl dilu- 
tion. 
Petrol Vapour 


“The crankease ventilator is the 
remedy for that. One of the Inevit- 
able conditions of engine operation 
ia the presence in the crankcase of 
a certain amount of petrol vapour 
which escapes down past the pistons. 
This vapour and othera which de- 
yelop as a consequence of the ex- 


operation have a tendency to con- 
dense, If this occurs to any great 
extent the lubricating quality of the 
oil is affected, and water and sulphur 
compounds may form in the erank- 
case and exercise a corroding effect 
on the bearings and other parts of; 
the motor. 

“Thus it is important to provide 
some means for carrying off these 
vapours before they condense and 
start thelr destructive work. The 
crankcase ventilator does just this, 
sucking them out of the crankcase 
and passing them down under the 
car through a metal pipe so that 
none of the objectionable odour gets 
into the interior of the car. 


Water Thermostat 


“Now we come to the water 
thermostat, which does still another 
important job, particularly in cold 
weather. Starting a cold motor 
often requires the use of the choke. 


choke for a time until the motor 
warms up. The thermostat reduces 
this use of the choke by cutting 
down the time required to warm up 
the motor. It accomplishea this by 


preventing the circulation of water 
in the cooling system until a certain 
predetermined temperature has been 
reached. Then it opens automatic- 
ally and helps to maintain a con- 
stant temperature for maximum 
operating efficiency. . 

“By reducing the use of the choke 
it also serves to cut down the 
amount of petrol vapour which gets 
past the pistons, and reduces oil 
dilution brought about by extensive 
choke ue.”

Mr. Lloyd Geng Ridicules

London, Yesterday. 

“Beef and broccoli” is the first 
slogan of the General Election cam- 
paign and has arisen owing to the 
policy enunciated by Mr. Baldwin 
on April 8, who in referring to the 
agricultural possibilities 
made a point of English broccoli 
from Cornwall penetrating to Con- 
tinental markets.

roast beef in winter had become cos- 
mopolitans on bully beef in the 
summer. Henceforth the “Union 
Jack” would fly at the head of a 
broccoli stalk.” 

Nevertheless the Conservatives 
are maintaining that the export 
of broccoli is in no way an insigni- 
cant portent, the outcome of the 
enterprise and co-operation of 
Cornish growers, the railways and
